There is a moral in this story 
for our free society. 


America already has lost thou- 
sands of potential Gherman Stepa- 
novich Titovs . . . we have no 
way now to be sure the abilities 
and talents of thousands of young- 
sters now moving toward, or in, 
secondary schools, will become a 
national asset. 


Major Titov is, like Major Yuri 
Gagarin, a product of the Soviet 
Union's strongest weapon—an ed- 
ucational system which recognizes 
ability and sends it on to the 
institutes of higher learning. 


Trained Talents 


The Soviet Union wants to train 
such talents to strengthen the ob- 
jectives of communism. Russia's 
Communist leaders have never 
been so careless as to ignore the 
value of a trained mind. When 
they discover gifted young men 
and women they are careful not 
to waste them. 


This, ina sense, is their one 
great secret weapon, though, in 
fact, there is nothing secret about 
it. 

In this country a shocking per- 
centage of our high school grad- 
uates, who are in the top 10 per- 
cent of their class, do not go to 
college. (It is by no means the 
loafers and the ones who just 
scraped through who drop out of 
school). Reasons for the loss of 
many of the best of our young 
men and women are varied. 
There often is parental insistence 
that they go to work. 


Now and then there is a family 
need which indicates to such 
high school graduates that they 
must sacrifice their desire to 
train for some profession to sup- 
port their parents. As often as 
not, the family background is 
pathetic. There is no urging or 
encouragement of the _ talented 
graduate to go ahead with edu- 
cation. Or, college is too expen- 
sive. (It is becoming more so.) 


Harsh Fact 


Whatever the reasons, the harsh 
fact is that the United States each 
year is deprived of several thou- 
sand of its more talented young 
people, its more gifted minds. 


No one suggests we imitate the 
Soviet educational system as a 
system. But, we most assuredly 
are required, by conscience and 
the demands of national security, 
to assume a federal responsibility 
for an educational system in 
which no American boy or girl 
shall lack opportunity to have all 
the education they’ are prepared, 
able and willing to take. 


This especially is true of those 
elementary and secondary pupils 
whose work and tests have re- 
vealed exceptional abilities. 


Wherever they are, in whatever 
remote village of our country, 
these students must be recognized 
and given opportunity. To do less 
is to deprive ourselves of one of 
society's scarcer assets—excel- 
lence. 


The fact that so many of our 
rural schools, and some of our 
city ones, no advanced 
mathematics, no secondary school 
chemistry or physics, and in- 
adequate preparation in general 
science, is a harsh indictment of 
our educational system. There are 
states which are offering inferior 
education because they can’t pay 
for it. Some are unwilling to do

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State Board Perils ° 
City School Plan 


The State Board of Education grossly 
abused discretion by reversing the Atlan- 
ta board on the Melkild transfer decision. 

As Francis Shurling pointed out, the 
state board has now set a precedent that 
may open the floodgates to integration. 
This is because it ordered the Atlanta 
board to transfer a child on the factor of 
race—a factor which a federal court or- 
der bars Atlanta from using. 

Thereby the state board not only 
forced Atlanta into collision with a court 
order it had striven to live with intelli- 
gently, but it handed to Negro attorneys 
the very testimony they needed to dis- 
rupt existing controls over desegregation. 

When state board member Paul Stone 
said he would not force a white child “to 
go into a situation that is very distaste- 
ful to her,” he opened the way for a Ne- 
gro lawyer to argue therefore that a Ne- 
gro child could: not be forced into a 
segregated school, on grounds it was dis- 
tasteful to her. 

Distaste works both ways. Therefore, 
the Atlanta. pupil placement plan was 
based on something more specific. The 10 
Negro students are. not being allowed 
to enter white schools this fall because 
they found segregated schools distasteful 
but because they showed they wanted to 
take coursés not available in their segre- 
gated schools. Race was not a factor. The 
federal court has ordered that race can- 
not be a: factor. vid ; 

But ‘the state board has turned it 
around and decided that, on the basis of 
race, Miss Melkild can be transferred on 
grounds of distaste and not on the pre- 
scribed academic grounds. 

And. this state..action has obviously 
weakened Atlanta’s control over desegre- 
gation. drastically, violating the city’s 
court-approved pupil placement plan and 
forcing the city into direct defiance of 
a court order. 

The state has provided Atlanta with 
no law to support the action demanded 
by the state board. The state’s current 
freedom of association law does not au- 
thorize transfers to other public schools. 
It authorizes tuition grants to dissatis- 
fied students who wish to attend private 
schools. Anil the state has made no grants 
available. < : 

Atlanta, therefore, constructed a sys- 
tem of court-approved controls over de- 
segregation and tried to implement it 
legally and with discretion. With seem- 
ing unconcern: for discretion or legality, 
the majority of. the state board has now 
deliberately overturned Atlanta's care- 
fully built defenses and laid this com- 
munity. vulnerable to the storms it has 
striven to calm. Why? 


It’s Time for Georgia to 
Decide About Billboards 


Kentucky, West Virginia, Maryland 
and Delaware have now agreed to control 
billboards along the new federal inter- 
state highways. 

Therefore they qualify for extra con- 
struction money for the roads, relieving 
taxpayers of their states. 

And they assure to their citizens an 
uncluttered presentation of their scenery 
to travelers. 

Yet Georgia, whose old highways are 
among the worst cluttered in the nation, 
still hesitates to enter such an agreement. 
Meanwhile localities are making plans of

Is Khrushchev Shifting 
To Soft Words Stage? 


Premier Khrushchev’s address , yes- 
terday was one of the calmest he has 
made since he chase to create the Crisis 
of West Germany. It was, in fact, less 
threatening and bombastic than most of 
his speeches. There must have been a 
reason or several reasons. 

In the first place, he must have begun 
to realize that the United States, solidly 
backed by her Western allies, will not 
be pushed out of Berlin. 

While there were threats, he couched 
them in defensive terms—accusing the 
United States of plotting a war. He 
knows ‘this is not true but as with the 
feat of the astronaut he used it for 
propaganda purposes and as another at- 
tempt to divide the West. 

So where bombast has failed, Khru- 
shchev now tries cajolery. Let's meet 
around the conference table, he says, to 
talk about settlements. ‘‘We do not intend 
to infringe upon any lawful interests of 
the Western powers,” he declared. “Any 
barring of West Berlin, any blockade of 
West Berlin, is out of the question.” 


All that’s for the future and for hard 
negotiations. “‘Lawful’” Western interests 
are not those arbitrarily set by Khru- 
shchev nor can negotiations succeed only 
on his terms. Success of the latest space 
feat, a stupendous achievement, will not 
change that. 

We're likely to see a new Soviet 
“peace” offensive, with the Kremlin try- 
ing to achieve with soft words what 
Khrushchev has failed to achieve by 
bluff. Meanwhile, it’s time to proceed with 
our own diplomatic and propaganda of- 
fensives.

escape corridor for the Western Hemisphere. These are the emerg- 
ing probable answers of the United States to Fidel Castro. 


The Kennedy administration, be- 
ginning with the President him- 
self, has reached the limits. of 
tolerance with this tinpot Soviet 
Satellite. Since the failure last 
April of the patriot's invasion of 
Cuba, Washington by necessity 
has followed a policy only of give- 
Castro-enough-rope. 

This was simply the only policy 
in sight, apart from a direct 
American military ‘ntervention, 
which President Kennedy could 
not in any case contemplate short 
of a military attack on the Guata- 
namo Naval base in Cuba. 

Thus the line here since April 
has been purely negative and 
waiting. Castro himself, however, 
is Mow giving handsome if un- 
witting cooperation to transform- 
ing that line into an affirmative 
afd active one. When he per- 
mitted his ‘‘revolutionary regime” 
to pass from ordinary Communist 
harassment to open banditry and 
piracy in the skies by the seizure 
of American aircraft at gunpoint, 
he made his greatest mistake ot 
the last two years. 

More importantly, the President 
himself has at last really got 
his Irish up. The collapse of the 
invasion, to which he gave some 
assistance but not enough because 


he felt he could not, hit him very 
hard. 

Too, the mere fact of its fail- 
ure strengthened those wistfully 
attached to the notion that we 
could somehow talk Castro’s Cuba 
out of being a part of the Soviet 
apparatus. 

Now the whole scene has been 
changed — and largely by Castro 
himself. . 

Last year an embargo was put 
upon all shipments to Cuba, ex- 
cept for food and medicines, Now, 
the administration is working at 
a total embargo, to cut off the 
fifty-million-dollar-a-year exports 
Castro is still permitted to send 
here. More significantly, it would 
cut off American food which Cas- 
tro must have. 

As a companion piece, the ad- 
ministration is asking Congress 
for authority for a broad refugee 
resettlement program which would 
permit Cuban patriots not merely 
to come here for asylum but to 
stay here for good. 

It does not, seem unduly opti- 
mistic to forecast that this steady 
loss of able people would become 
as draining to Castro as it has 
already become to the Soviet- 
German Communist regime in 
Fast Germany.

Are Responsible 


My lawyer friend tells me the problems of 
agency produce a great many lawsuits. It is 
difficult to live in our modern society and not 


entrust certain actions to an agent. We empower men to represent 
us in the sale of real estate. We elect men to public office to act as 
our agents and they in turn empower others. 


Agency is necessary, but it 


seems to me that frequently we. 


attempt to escape our personal 
responsibility through the em- 
ployment of an agent. 

This is particularly true in the 
field of social welfare. Communi- 
ty Chests are an alliance of agen- 
cies; Family Social Service, 
Catholic Social Welfare, Visiting 
Nurses Service, the YMCA, the 
YWCA and a whole host of or- 
ganizations have come into being 
in order to perform certain tasks 
in the service of the community 
which the individual finds it dif- 
ficult or inconvenient to perform 
in person. 

This may be all very well in 
certain fields, but when we reach 
the point where our conscience 
is satisfied by the mere estab- 
lishment of an agent we are, | 
submit, in dire peril. — 

The moral requirement runs to 
each one of us individually. We 
cannot escape our moral obliga- 
tion by delegating someone to 
perform the unpleasant task for 
us. We cannot escape the ulti- 
mate reckoning by paying some 
money and empowering someone 
to go and perform the dirty work 
in our name, 

You and [| personally are re- 
quired to be our brother's keep- 
er. We personally are ordered to 


vbe concerned about the . welfare 


of every other individual human 
being. 


When big brother government 


establishes an agency to perform 
those duties .we should be per- 
forming in person, we are not 
only ducking. our own individual 
responsibility, we are avoiding 
and evading those specific com- 
mands which give purpose te life. 


The governmental agency act- 
ing in our behalf brutally takes 
the earnings of all people and 
applies them in accordance with 
the will and desire of the agents 
who happen to be in charge of 
that particular government. 

At this particular point in his- 
tory you and I are involved in a 
Struggle to determine whether 
man is to be free or slave. It is 
true that we do not deal personal- 
ly or directly with Khrushchev 
and the Communists; we must 
act through the established agen- 
cies of government: the State De- 
partment, the diplomatic agents, 
Department of Defense and the 
President of the United States 
who acts as our agent in our 
behalf. 

The fact that we do not deal 
directly with our enemy in this 
area, that we must use agencies, 
does not excuse us from a 
personal responsibility for the 
actions taken, for the decisions 
made by the agency.

The free world may deplore the methods used in 
the U.S.S.R. to insure the participation of its citizens 
in the plans of the Kremlin. But no one can deny thai 
Khrushchev, after all, has put his finger on one of the 
strengths of dictatorship — and one of the weaknesses 
of democracy. 

In our democratic society, you have the freedom of 
choice to be either active or passive, a doer or an on- 
looker, as you please. You may choose simply to stand 
and watch the world go by. That is your privilege, 
and no one can penalize you. 

But if there is no law compelling you to be active, no 
dictator telling you that you must take your place in 
the ranks — and sending you to Siberia if you don’t — 
is there not at least an implied moral obligation to be 
a participant rather than simply a spectator—a moral 
obligation with a force far greater than a dictator’s 
rule? By definition, democracy is the rule of the peo- 
ple, and there is no rule when the people shirk their 
responsibilities. 

Remember the sense of common purpose that we all 
shared in World War II, whether we were fighting or 
doing defense work or helping the Red Cross or plant- 
ing a victory garden? In wartime, most of us accept 
the necessity for action—and act. But when the neces- 
sity grows less urgent, we tend to forget how stimulat- 
ing it is to be active in a worthwhile cause, how 
satisfying the resulting sense of fulfillment. Instead, 
we fall back into the old habit of letting George do it. 

Occasionally, a Presidential election stirs us out of 
our apathy, and we work for the party and the candi- 
dates we favor — or at least take the trouble to vote. 
But after it’s over, too many of us slip back into the 
complacent role of the onlooker. 

There are many Americans who regard citizenship 
as a sinecure, reluctantly paying taxes but making no

attempt to influence what is happening in the govern- 
ment and the community. Others are too fastidious or 
too phlegmatic to espouse a cause and work for it. 
Still others fear involvement and prefer to stay on the 
surface of things, shunning commitment but reserving 
the right to criticize. They are living phantom lives, 
wasting both the unique opportunities for action af- 
forded by our democracy and their own potentialities 
as human beings. 

They willingly pay lip service to the two principles 
of conduct that motivated our founding fathers — do 
your part and do your best — torgetting that the oper- 
ative word in each case is do. Intention, resolution, 
decision, determination — these are not enough. No 
one will take the thought for the deed. There is no 
credit — and very little satisfaction — in standing on 
the sidelines. Participation is what counts — participa- 
tion in the service of whatever cause is closest to your 
heart, whatever purpose appeals most strongly to 
your intelligence. 

Work to improve your local school or library or 
hospital. Collect to help conquer the diseases that now 
conquer men. Teach English to newcomers, read to 


the blind, join a church project. Run for public office — 


— or work for someone else who is running. Further 
a cause you believe in by organizing a group to sup- 
port it — or at least by taking pen in hand. As Ecclesi- 
astes put it: ‘““Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do 
it with thy might.” 

We citizens of this democracy cannot allow our- 
selves simply to stand by in & world where no Com- 
munist has the right to be a mere onlooker. We must 
bestir ourselves, accept both the responsibility and 
the opportunity for service to community and country, 
find our respective causes and serve them with a will. 

As Oliver Wendell Holmes, Jr., said back in 1884: 

As life is action and passion, it is required of aman 

that be should share the passion and action of his 

time, at the peril of being judged not to bave lived.

He was fired into orbit Sunday 
morning. 

Moscow radio said Titov came 
down near the landing site of the 
first Soviet spaceman, Maj. Yuri 
Gagarin. Gagarin is thought to 
have landed about 450 miles 
southeast of Moscow on his re- 
turn from a single trip around 
the earth April 12. 


There were no details and no 
indication whether the ship land- 
ed intact. The Russians said Ga- 
garin’s Vostok I landed without 
damage. 


Titov told Khrushchev he had 
successfully completed his task, 
had been given a big reception on 
the ground, had a drink of water, 
and felt fine. 


BLAZE NEW ROUTES 


The Soviet Community Party 
and government proclaimed that 
Titov’s flight showed manned 
spaceships will soon ‘“‘blaze space 
routes to the moon, Mars and 
Venus.” 


In a _ joint statement they 
praised ‘‘the new tremendous 
achievement of the Soviet Union, 
our science and technology, the 
entire national economy and the 
great advantages of the socialist 
social system which is the most 
progressive in the world.” 


In London, Kenneth Gatland, 
Vice’ president of the British In- 
terplanetary Society, said it was 
likely the Russians would put a 
man on the moon in 1966 or 1967, 
with a reconnaissance flight 
much sooner. 


“What is so interesting about 
this latest Russian success,’ he 
said, “is that Vostok II had 
enough air and food provisions in 
it for a round-the-moon recon-

for about five to eight days.” 


The flight kept much of the 
world on edge for a day and 
night. The pilot’s series of radio 
messages—he called himself “‘the 
eagle’’—were often spiced with a 
cool touch of bravado.

Housing 
Okayed for 
Negro Aged 


Aldermen Monday approved 
construction of 200 low-rent Ne- 


gro apartment units for elderly 
persons in the Butler Street ur- 
ban renewal project. 


The facilities will acioin the 
Grady low rent housing project 
for Negroes. About 3.2 acres of 
the Butler project will be used 
for the apartments. 


Alderman G. Everett Millican, 
chairman of the aldermanic 
board’s urban renewal commit- 
tee, introduced the proposal and 
said it would still leave unlocated 
150 units approved for Atlanta, 
but that the search for them will 
continue. 


The controversy over location 
of the Negro housing-_units has 
perplexed city officials for about 
two years with resistance being 
raised to any location sought. At 
one time, utilization of the old 
Egleston Memorial Hospital site 
on Forrest Avenue NE was some- 
thing of a cause celebre. 


Two tracts are proposed for the 
facilities. The larger, 2.47 acres, 
lies just north of Decatur Street 
SE and is bounded by Yonge and 
Hilliard streets NE and Pittman 
Place. The other, containing .71 
acres, lies north of Pittinan Place 
between Yonge and Hilliard 
streets. 


Millican described the proposed 
site as ideally situated close to 
the central business district. He 
said the Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee on Urban Renewal and the 
Atlanta Housing Authority, the 
city’s agent in such developments, 
have sanctioned the new location.

Bell appealed to the Fulton 
County Commission Thursday to 
end Grady segregation but was 
told the commission had no con- 
trol over the hospital’s operation. 


Friday he telegraphed Turner, 
moving his appeal to the autono- 
mous Fulton-DeKalb Hospital 
Authority. 


The dentist asked Turner for 
‘a public hearing before your 
committee—called or regular ses- 
sion—as soon as possible to dis- 
cuss certain conditions at Grady 
Hospital and Hughes Spalding 
Pavilion which represent a threat 
to the lives of many people of 
the Negro community.” 


“They have done nothing,” he 
charge dMonday. “I didn’t think 
Turner would reply to my telegram 
or my pleas. I did not tell him of 
the Wednesday deadline in my 
telegram,” he said. “But if he’s 
been listening to the radio he 
knows about it. I heard he feels 
a hearing by Wednesday is im- 
possible. 


“My interest in this is based 
on the fact that unless something 
is done in the very near future to 
alleviate the situation at Hughes 
Spalding Pavilion there are peo- 
ple who will be dead this time 
next year who otherwise would 
not have died,”” he said.

Delinquency 


CAMDEN, N.J. «WNS) — The 
whole growing-up process of 
American children must be 
changed to eliminate juvenile 
delinquency, a Chinese psychol- 
ogist warns. 


Dr. William K. Chen, asso- 
ciate professor of psychology at 
Rutgers University here, reached 
his conclusion after comparing 
juvenile delinquency rates 
among the offspring of Ameri- 
can parents with the children 
of Chinese parents in the Dela- 
ware Valley. The two-year study 
covered an age group of 12 to 
21 years. 


His most significant finding 
was that juvenile delinquency 
was much lower among 
Oriental children than the 
American youngsters in the 
same area. Dr. Chen placed the 
blame for this directly on the 
American parent. 


- VALUES DISTORTED 


“It is the tragic result of 
20th-century American culture 
which distorts values and causes 
parental responsibility to be 
misguided,” he said. 


The, low delinquency rate 


_ among Oriental children comes 
| from the fact that the parents 


still cling to their traditional 
roles, he found. ‘The father 
is the provider and head of the 
family. The mother takes care 
of the home. And few Oriental 
mothers seek employment out- 
side the house,” he pointd out. 
LIKE CANCER 

“If we see it in this light, 
we must realize that juvenile 
delinquency isn’t something to 
be removed like a cancer. The 
whole growing-up process of 
Caucasian-Americans has to be 
revamped. And the greatest 
amount of responsibility and 
blame lies on parents and not 
the offspring.”

When the 
University was established in 1801, 
the town determined to be worthy of 
its Grecian namesake, culturally and 
architecturally. Some of the finest 
homes, now fraternity and sorority 
houses, are on Milledge Avenue. 


Athens’ most impressive block is at 
Prince and Grady. Georgia’s famed 
orator-editor, Henry Grady, lived 
briefly at 634 Prince Avenue. In the 
two-story brownstone at 973 Prince, 
the first garden club in America was 
organized; and the home of the uni- 
versity’s president (at 570 Prince), 
with its massive portico and boxwood 
garden, is one of the finest provided 
any American college head. Stop at

107m. WASHINGTON, home of that dar- 


ing “unreconstructed rebel’’ and mili- 
tant defender of states’ rights Robert 
Toombs, and site of the Confederate 
Cabinet’s final meeting. The town is 
a shrine of the architectural connois- 
seur, with stately trees, green lawns, 
and luxuriant shrubs framing dis- 
tinguished old homes. Among these 
are white clapboard cottages of the 
late eighteenth century, and larger, 
more impressive homes of the Greek 
Revival, built in an era when ladies 
and their beaux danced the minuet, 
reel and jig to the accompaniment of 
fiddles and banjoes. Persian lilacs, 
sweet syringas and old-fashioned 
roses still bloom profusely in gardens 
planted long ago.

The Confederate Museum con- 
tains relics, documents, letters and 
many personal effects of Mr. Steph- 
ens, the “sage of Crawfordville,”’ a 
friend of Abraham Lincoln. At the 
secession convention he opposed leav- 
ing the Union.

Someone wanted to know if Dressen thought the pitching fra- 
ternity would purposely walk both batters to prevent them from 
breaking the record. 


“No, no... ,’ replied Dressen. ‘They'll pitch to them. Take 
my pitchers the day Willie Mays hit four home runs off us. Joe 
Adcock held the record for four in one game. Now, if I’m pitching 
and my teammate holds the record and some guy has hit three, 
I know what I’d do. But what did my pitcher do? He threw Mays. 
another home run ball.” 


Dressen never did explain what he would have done. Presum- 
ably he meant that he’d have lowered the boom on Mays and then 
walked him: 


Over in the Wrigley Field box seats a renowned authority 
on the art of hitting was expressing his views.

Maybe not. But everybody is comparing them. It's been a long 
time since a baseball topic generated such vast enthusiasm on all 
fronts. And the interest is reflected at the box office, for the Yan- 
kees are packing ’em in at every stop. On the Yanks’ last visit to 
Comiskey Park, even hostile Chicago fans gave the M-M boys 
thunderous ovations. 


For some inexplicable reason customers at Yankee Stadium are 
accustomed to giving Mantle a mixed reception when he steps to 
the plate. He is booed more at home than any spot in the American 
League, but blase New Yorkers are getting excited about the M-M 
run for the record. 


“You should see the scene after a game there,” a Chicago 
writer said last week. ‘‘Honestly, it took 14 cops to get Mantle 
through the mob of autograph seekers to his car. He didn’t sign 
a single autograph, but he’s improving in public relations.”’ 


Since his arrival in the big time, Mantle has been a mum man. 
Shy and supersensitive, Mantle is a tough man to interview even 
for writers who have known him since he checked in from Joplin. 


‘‘He’s relaxing more now. Talking more. The front office has 
asked him to,’’ said the Chicago writer. ‘‘But he still doesn’t say 
very much. 


‘After Life, Time and Newsweek tackled him, Mantle said to
